G.S.R. 547(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 15 of the Notaries Act, 1952 (53 of 1952), the Central 
Government hereby makes following rules fiirther to amend the Nofaries Rules, 1956, n 2 imely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Notaries (Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) These rules shall be deemed to have come into force on the 8th day of July, 1997. 

2, In the Notaries rules, 1956, in Form II-B, for the words “five years” the words “three years” shall be substituted. 

Explanatory Memorandum 

Every notary is authorised to practise for a period of three years from the date on which the certificate is issued to him 
under sub-clause (b) of clause (1) of section 5 of the Notaries Act, 1952. However, in the Notaries (Amendment) Rules, 1997 
published vide G.S.R. 370(E) dated 8-7-97, the period of “three years” has been inadvertantly mentioned as “five years”. To 
bring the rules in tune with the principal Act, it is proposed to amend the existing rules with retrospective effect.
